ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING oF TRUSTEES, held in the Board

Chair. 


The Treasurer’s Report having been eee the following 
Resolutions were passed :— 


1.—That the Accounts for the past year, with’ the 
Report, be printed and presented to the Trustees and Sub- 
scribers as early as possible. 


| 2.—That the thanks of this Meeting be presented ‘to 
Dr. T. H. Bickerton for filling the Office of President, and 
for his handsome donation of One Hundred Guineas. 


3.—That Dr. Thomas R. Glynn be President for the 


ensuing year. 


4. That the thanks of this Meeting be presented ‘to 
Mr. Holford Harrison for his services as Treasurer, and that 


he be requested to! continue in office during the ensuing year. 


5.—That the thanks of this Meeting be presented ‘to 
the Physicians and Surgeons of the Infirmary for the able 
discharge of their arduous duties, and also to the Consulting 
Physicians | and Surgeons. 


6. —That Bye-Law No. 29 be altered so as to read as 
follows :—‘ Subject to the provisions hereinafter contained no 
Honorary Officer shall be a Physician or Surgeon to any other 
Charitable Institution, or to a Workhouse or Gaol, or hold 
any appointment under the Poor Law, and if any candidate 


for the post of Honorary Officer shall hold any other such 


appointment as aforesaid, he shall engage to resign that 
appointment within three months from the day of his 


election, failing which resignation his election shall be void. 


The Gynecological Surgeon and the Assistant. Gynecological 
Surgeon may, with the express permission of ‘the General 
Committee, hold one other Obstetric appointment outside the 
Infirmary. The Medical Offcers of the special. departments 
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may, with the express permission of the General Committee, — 


hold one other honorary appointment. An Assistant Physician 
or ‘Assistant Surgeon during the first seven years of his 
appointment and with the express permission of the General 
Committee and on such conditions as the Committee — shall 
decide may hold one other honorary appointment.’’

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Report for the Year 1923. 


In presenting the Report. for 1923, the Committee 
wishes toi point out. that it is the 175th Report of the work 


at this Hospital, which continues from year to year to 


demonstrate its increasing usefulness to the community, as 
shown by the following figures. These excellent results are 
due to the skill and energy shown by the Medical, Surgical 
and Nursing Stafis, to all of whom the thanks of the Com- 


a mittee, and patients, are due. 


During the year 4,780 In- -patients were admitted to 
the Wards, being an increase of 303 over the previous year. 
The number of new Out-patients was 29,116, an increase of 
2,295 over the previous year. Outpatient attendances reached 
a total of 180,635, which included 56,148 in the Orthopsedic 
Department, and 6,959 (of which 151 were for radium treat- 
ment) in the Radiological Department. In-patient operations 


numbered 2,471, and 1,585 operations were performed in the 


Out-patient Department. There were 33 children born in 
the Thornton. Ante-natal Ward, exactly the same number as 
in the previous year. 


In view of the increased number of patients, it is satis- 


factory to be able to report that the total expenditure :for 


the tyear shows a reduction of £818 compared with 1922. 
The main reduction being under the heading of Domestic, and 
chiefly accounted for in coal, gas and. electric current.. A 


reduction is also shown in. salaries, wages, etc., and a’ still 
further reduction may be anticipated in. this section of the 
expenditure during the current year, owing to the Committee 


having found it desirable to reduce the number of Masseuses 
employed. 
! An increase of over £1,000 is shown in the items in- 
cluded under the heading of Surgery and Dispensary, and, 
whilst this would naturally to some extent be compatible with 
the larger number of In-patients treated, it is mainly accounted 
for by the amount spent on Insulin for the treatment of 
Diabetic patients. It is pleasing to report that the cost. of 
this drug has now very considerably been reduced. 

The ordinary income for the year was £33 965, and, 
whilst this is an increase of £1,611 over the ordinary income 
of 1922, it is £9,044 less than the ordinary expenditure for 


the year. 
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The total income was £42, 554, as compared with £53,902 
in 1922. The large decrease is accounted for by the excep- 


tional amount received from legacies in the previous year, 


and to the grant from the Voluntary Hospitals’ Commission. 


The excess of total expenditure over total income for 
the year amounted to £5,137, and the total deficit on the 
General Account to December 31st, 1923, is now over £22,700, 


The shioipraans expressed in the baat Report that 
receipts from the National Health Approved Societies would 


show an increase have been justified, and no *less a. sum than ~ 


£2,241 was received from. those Societies which agreed ito 


make a contribution to Hospitals in respect of such of their  . 


members as are entitled to ‘‘ Additional Benefits.” 


~The Hospital Saturday and Sunday Fund contribution 


was £3,720 as compared “with £4,000 the previous year. 
Whilst, of course, the Committee regret the decreased sum, 
it is most orateful to the Fund for the continued erat 
assistance. 


Legacies received this year simount ie £5,104 14s. -9d. 


as against £14,837 4s. 2d. last year. Besides the above — 
amount in Legacies for General Purposes, we received £2,400 — 
residue of the late Mrs. Gertrude Alice Rees’ Estate, which ~ 
is earmarked especially for the Convalescent Relief of persons 


who have been In-patients in the Infirmary. It is hoped 


very shortly, with the aid of this and other funds available 
for the same purpose, to formulate a {scheme which will release 
beds in the Hospital more quickly, and, to that extent, relieve 


the long list of people waiting for treatment. 


The Odtnrittbse regret to record the death of two valu- 
able’ friends of the Hospital in Sir William P. Hartley and 
Sir Thomas Hughes, and in noting this loss would mention 
that both these gentlemen thoughtfully. left instructions with 


their Executors to eontinue their subscriptions for a period of — 


five years, toi enable the Hospital to adjust its finances. 


The puRienaile feature of the “year was the visit which 
Their Royal Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of York paid — 
the Hospital on es 24th, when | His Royal Hae hneee Sracipuely ee 
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- jaid the Corner Stone of the New N urses’ Home, and Aes 
formally opened the Larrinaga ee and Obstetrical 
Operating Theatres and Ward. 


After being received by the Phaident at the Infirmary 
main entrance, where presentations took place, Their Royal 
Highnesses proceeded to the Out-patient Department where 


- the Lord Mayor extended the City’s welcome, and various 


speeches were made. Her Royal Highness the Duchess of 
York received Purses of £25 and upwards, from the various’ 


Donors, amounting to £2,092 7s. 6d. 


Their Royal Highnesses then proceeded to the New 
Gynzecological Theatres, and site of the New Nurses’ Home. — 


The Committee would take this opportunity of record- 
ing its thanks to the Donors of the Purses. 


The first part of the New Home is now assuming definite 
proportions, and is expected to be ready for occupation at 
the latter end of the coming summer. About £3,000 is still 
required to cover the cost of the first part of the Home. 


The New Larrinaga Operating Theatres were brought 
into use in June last, and, in addition to enabling operations 
to be carried out under the best possible conditions, since — 
they are perhaps the finest Theatres of the day, are a per- 
manent tribute to their generous benefactor—Mr. Domingo de 
Larrinaga. 


Under the age regulation, Dr. ©. Thurstan Holland, 
Honorary Radiologist for 18 years, retired in March, and Dr. 


J. Hill Abram, Senior Physician, after 28 years on the 


Honorary Medical Staff, retired at the end of December. In 
recognition of his long and valuable services Dr. Holland was 
appointed Honorary Consulting Radiologist at the last meet- 
ing of Trustees, and a Resolution appointing Dr. Abram as 


- Honorary Consulting Physician is submitted to the Trustees 


at this meeting’. 


To fill the vacancies, Dr. R. E. Roberts was appointed 
Honorary Radiologist, and Dr. John Owen as Physician. The 
vacancy as Honorary Assistant Physician, created by Dr.

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Annual Report for 1923. 


Tur work during the past year has progressed jsatis- 
factorily on the whole, although from the financial point ot 
view we have to note that the total amount received in fees 


for private nursing is distinctly less than last year. This — 


is due to the fact that there were fewer Fourth Year Nurses 
available this year for the Private Staff. Several Nurses, ~ 
who, in the ordinary course of events would have gone on! 
the Private Staff, left on the completion of their third year: 
this remission of a year being in accordance with an arrange- 
ment (existing with several of the local Special Hospitals, 
whereby an approved number of their Nurses are accepted 
for the shorter period of General Training. As a_ set-off 
against this loss in income we are glad to ‘be able to say that 
the expenditure side of the account has ‘also been reduced, 
so that the demands on the general funds of the Royal In- 
firmary are decreased to the extent of about £160 on the year. 


The principal event of course has been the Laying 
of the Foundation Stone of the New Nurses’ Home, a long- 
looked-for and eagerly anticipated event, to which full detailed 
reference is made in the Matron’s Report. The Committee 
of the Home are glad to be able to say that, thanks to the 
generosity of a lmited number of citizens, and also helped 
materially by the splendid “‘ Purse’’ collection on the occasion 
of the actual Stone laying, the total sum received is within 
quite measurable distance of enabling us to complete the 
first instalment of the finished plan. It is hoped in the 
Autumn of 1924 that the actua! opening of this portion of 
the Home will be witnessed and the Nursing Staff of the 
Infirmary placed in possession of quarters worthy of the work 
that they are doing, and of the Infirmary to which they are 
attached. But a great deal remains to be done in the matter 
of collecting funds for the completion of the work. We feel 
quite sure that it will not be the intention of the citizens 
of Liverpool that this Nurses’ Home, carrying with it the 
tradition of being that from which the modern system of 
nursing ‘practically emanated, should be left for any number 
of years in an unfinished state. We therefore confidently 
appeal to those who recognise the outstanding value of the 


\ 
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work done by the Nursing profession that they should assist 
to. the fullest’ extent of their means and sympathy towards 
securing the desired end. Fifty Thousand Pounds will be 
necessary to complete the Home, and we can think of no 
better means of perpetuating the name of .a relative or of 


a family, than by giving a donation which would, for all 


times, definitely associate a portion of the new building with 
the mame of the donor or family. 


The Profession of Nursing to-day stands higher in the 
estimation of the nation than it has ever done. It is essential 


_that the standard that has been reached shall be maintained 


and even, if possible, enhanced. The curriculum laid down 
to-day before a Nurse can become fully qualified is a 
strenuous one, her daily life in the Hospital does not grow 
any less arduous with the gradual progress .of science, but 
on the other hand the devotion to her charges: was never 
more fully in evidence. |

In 1923 the applications for training remain much as 
last year—443—but, unfortunately, in common with the ex- 
perience of most Hospitals, the unsuitable candidate still 
predominates too largely to be encouraging. Forty-one entered, 
of whom seven left. 

Twenty Nurses completed their third year, the small 
number being due to several having lengthy periods to make 
up after illness, and four proved too unsatisfactory to com-

Gold and Silver Medal—instead of Book Prizes—shall, in

Practice. Very attractive replicas of the Hospital Seal, 
which heads the Certificates, have been made, and await two 
fortunate Nurses this year. :
